Former,  lilinois Candidate Scores a 
Potat Before a Scaffold. 

Washin D. C., April 29.—[Special.}— 
Represent Hitt told a good story today 
mustrativ early times in Illinois when 
candidates State offices took advantage 
of every opportunity to present their claims 
before the voters of that State. 

This particular incident,”’ said Mr. Hitt, 
*“ occurred during the administration of my 
father as Sheriff of is county. There had 
been a dispute, probably of a political char- 
acter, between a couple of shoemakers and 
one of them was cut so badly with a knife 
that death resulted from his injuries. After 
a lengthy trial his slayer was.convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged on a certain day. 

“ This occasion was seized upon by a num- 
ber of the country people to make a holiday 
and excursions were Organized to go to the 
county seat for the purpose of witnessing 
the execution. A knowledge of this fact was 
conveyed to the Governor of Illinois, who 
was a candidate for renomination, Ile 
thought this would be a good opportunity 
for him to make his appearance as well as 
a speech before the crowd, setting forth his 
claims for renomination. 

** Meanwhile a movement had been 1b 
gurated looking to the reprieve of the con- 
demned man and petitions were in circula- 
tion throughout the crowd, when the Gov- 
ernor Was escorted to a stand which had 
been erected not far from the scaffold. 

** Preparations for the execution were 
going ahead, and the prisoner was sitting 
with his clerical adviser not far from the 
scaffold. Without wasting any time the 
Governor. proceeded to enlighten his au- 
dience on every conceivable topic which he 
thought would tend to his advantage, but 
he made no reference whatever to the prép- 
arations for the execution, which were 
going on in his presence. 

“ His attention, however, was invited par- 
ticularly to the scene by an occurrence at 
the foot of the steps leading up to the stand, 
from which he was speaking. A couple of 
rusties, evidently just married, and on their 
wedding journey, were among the most in- 
terested of the Governor's audience. While 
listening with open-mouthed astonishment 
to the pearls of wisdom falling from the 
mouth of the great man above them the 
groom was approached by a Deputy Sheriff, 
who was circulating the reprieve petition. 
When it was made known to the countryman 
that his signature was wanted to the paper 
to be presented to the Governor he felt high- 
ly honored at such a distinction, and was 
about to do as requested, when his. wife 
tugged at his arm and said: ‘ John, I don’t 
think I would sign that paper. Just think 
how far we have come to see this man hung. 
If you put your name to that document there 
will be no hanging, and it will be such a 
disappoimt ment.’ 

This speech was plainly audible by the 
Governor; and it recalled him to his sur- 
roundings, for he made a great hit by an- 
nouncing from the platform the reprieve of 
the poor wretch who was quaking in bodily 
fear only a few feet distant from the spot 
where he was standing. So the anxiety of 
the bride to witness an execution undoubted- 
ly had its effect in securing the object for 
which petitions had been circulated through- 
out the crowd.”

All Flee buat Murphy. 

There was a stampede at once. Most of 
the delegates being peaceably inclined and 
terrorized by the appearance of Buck 
and his formidable weapon, rushed for the 
door, but a little delegate named James 
Murphy of the Twenty-ninth Ward, coming 
from that locality known as back of the 
yards,“ stood in the way of the Infuriated 
Stock-Yards statesman. 

Murphy is not over 5 feet 7 inches and does 
not look to weigh more than 115 pounds, 
though subsequent events showed that a 
man could easily be mistaken in regarg to 
that. 

Buck,“ as all the world knows, is physic- 
ally a giant, and the contest looked to be a 
repetition of the David and Goliah affair of 
ancient days. 

Murphy, however, soon demonstrated that 
while he might not tip the scales at any 
great weight, in action he weighed a ton. 
He struck Buck ”’ first with his right hand, 
then with his left, then with both; then with 
his left again, then with his right again, 
then with both again. 

„ Buck's strength and weight and even 
his slung-shot were all equally useless in 
the brief encounter, and when the set-to, 
which lasted only about two minutes, was 
over Buck's” face was a sight to behold. 
One eye he could. not see out of atall. The 
other was not much more useful and gave 
good promise of being entirely closed up be- 
fore the Twenty-ninth Ward would be 
reached on any roll-call.

O'Malley kept up his tirade of abuse 
against the Chairman and attracted his at- 
tention while McCarthy leaned over to the 
window ledge, where a bunch of tickets 
which had been sorted out for the Twenty- 
second Ward delegation „was lying. He 
grabbed the bunch and made a break for the 
door with’ one hand on his hip pocket, evi- 
dently prepared to defend himself with his 
trusty billy if any one tried to dispute his 
wa 
No one wanted to try conclusions with the 
Stock-Yards bully and he got away with the 
tickets.. Graeme Stewart and the rest of the 
delegates from the Twenty-second Ward 
were not put to the humiliation of relying 
on Ald.

WILLIAMS CANNOT USE HIS PROXY. 


Tries to Break Into the Thirtieth Ward 


Delegation and Fails. 

Springfield, III., April 20.—[Special.]—The 
first fight of convention day over the ques- 
tion of seating proxies came up in a caucus 
of the Thirtieth Ward in the Exposition 
Bullding. Just as the caucus was called to 
order by Charles 8. Deneen there was a com- 
motion at the door, and William P. Williams, 
Secretary of the Thirty-second Ward Mc- 
Kinley club and one of the most active 
champions of McKinley in Springfield, el- 
bowed his way through the crowd and called 
out: 

„Hold on! Is this the caucus of the Thir- 
tieth Ward? 1 hold a proxy for Ald, Mer- 
chant.“ j 

“Ts that so?” asked Mr. Deneen. ‘ Come 
right up here and I'll make you acquainted 
with the delegates of your new ward.” 

Mr. Williams was flattered by the cordial- 
ity of his reception into the belief that he 
was to have easy sailing, and answered to 
Ald. Merchaht's name when the roll was 
called. Then some one made a motion that 
all vacancies be filled by the delegation, 


which was promptly carried, and Mr. Deneen_ 


was formally chosen to fill the place of Ald. 
Merchant. 

„Here, here, gasped Ar. Williams, what 
does this mean? 1 hold a proxy from Mr. 
Merchant, and shall insist on my right toa 
seat in the delegation. This is outrageous.” 

“It is simply because you do not under- 
stand the matter, Mr. Williams,” said Mr. 


Deneen quietly. 
Thirtieth Ward long enough to understand 
the situation. We are acting under the 
authority of the Cook County convention, 
which elected the delegation, and so doing 
authorized the delegation to fill all vacan- 
cies.” 

But there is no vacancy, because I hold 
a proxy. The authority of the proxy comes 
first. That is always the rule in conven- 
tions. You have no right to take such ac- 
tion.“ ö 

Congressman Lorimer, Chairman of the 
Cook County .Central committee, who had 
just come in, took a hand in the discussion 
here. 

The authority of one delegate, who gives 
you or any othér mana proxy,” he told Mr. 
Williams,’ is nothing to the authority of a 
convention of 556 delegates representing the 
Republican party of Cook County. Thecon- 
vention which elected these delegates to the 
State convention has a right to say how va- 
cancies shall be filled.“ 

But the proxy, and then the alternate, 
take precedence of any other authority, * 
persisted Mr. Williams. 

ou will find it is the other way in Cook 
County. In my ward, the Tenth, we have 
filled all vacancies by the voice of the ma- 
jority of the delegates present and the dele- 
gates so chosen will have seats and votes in 
the convention; and no others.“ 

„That is a high-handed proceeding,” de- 
clared. Mr. Williams wrathfully, “and you 
will hear from me on the floor of the con- 
vention. It is a high-handed proceeding to 
refuse to delegates who cannot be present 
the right to say who shall represent them.“ 

Mr. Williams hurried away to announce 
to his fellow-leaders of the McKinley cau- 
cus the determination taken by their oppo- 
nents in throwing out proxies. A similar 
course was taken by the delegations of other 
wards where the anti-instructionists had a 
majority of the delegates. 

Mr. Williams had to listen to expressions 
about carpet-baggers from some of the 
Thirtieth Ward delegates, but was courte- 
ously received, although his effort to break 
into the delegation was turned down so re- 
morselessly.

Bits of yellow ribbon were in evidence on 
the streets yesterday.

He. Refuses to Talk on Politics or His 


Candidacy.

KENT INSPECTS THE LAND TUNNEL. 


Finds Work Progressing Well and 
Contractors Finding No Difficulty. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent and 
City Engineer Jackson yesterday inspected 
the three sections of the northwestern land 
tunnel. They found that the work is going 
along well and that no special difficulty is 
being encountered by the contractors. 

An additional shaft for Sec. 2 of the tunnel 
will be sunk shortly at Hoyne avenue, near 
Madison street. Commissioner Kent said 
that at the present rate the tunnel will be 
entirely completed by Jan. 1, 1898. With all 


expenses of pumping stations and other work. 


the entire system is expected to cost the city 
about $2,500,000. 

The amount of damages due the residents 
of Keith street, between Chicago avenue and 
Huron street, has not yet been settled by 
Commissioner of Public Works Kent. The 
residents on Keith street claimed they were 
damaged $6,500 worth by the blasting being 
done on one of the sections of the north- 
western land tunnel. 

Commissioner Kent sent an architect to go 
over the ground, and he reported that the 
damage done was not more than $1,500. This 
amount the contractors offered to pay. 

This was not satisfactory to the people, 
however, and on Tuesday it was decided by 
them and Mr. Kent to have a third architect 
agreed upon by both parties go over the 
ground and to abide by his decision. This is 
now being done.

Seeks to Enjoin the Lett#mg of a Sewer 
Contract. 


A bill was filed in the Superior Court yes- | 


terday. against the. City of Chicago, Mayor 
Swift, Commissioner Kent, and others to 
restrain them from letting a contract for a 
sewer in West Forty-fifth street from the 
Chicago River to Ogden avenue. 

The bill was filed by Nelson & Cleary, con- 
tractors, who allege that they were given 
a contract in 1893 to construct the sewer, and 
filed a bond of $150,000, which was accepted 
‘by the city. The complainants say that in 
1898, after receiving the contract, they made 
arrangements at a large expense to perform 
the work, and expended $10,000 in surveys, 
measurements, and soundings. When they 
were ready to prgceed they were notified by 
the city that thfough an oversight by the 
engineer of the city who had prepared the 
plans all the property to be covered by the 
sewer had not been included and a new ordi- 
nance would be necessary. The contractors 
declare that in March last the Council 
passed a new ordinance, but they were not 
permitted to proceed with the contract, but 
were put off by the city from time to time. 

The complainants say the Mayor and Com- 
missioner Kent have given it out that they 
will give the work to other contractors, and 
will not recognize the original contract. 

Commissioner Kent says.the assessment 
under the original ordinatice was not con- 
firmed.

The admission of women as delegates to 
the é¢onference, next to the advancement of 
the authority of the laymen, has more in- 
terest attachéd to it than any other subject 
that is to be considered at the conference. 
Concerning this Dr. Crane said yes ay: 

“This woman question seems to be one 
of absorbing interest when it is taken into 
consideration that it ie merely a, matter of 
sentiment. It cuts no figure one way or the 
other whether they are admitted or not. 
I hope they will be. Many clergymen wish 
the laymen to have a la representation 
in conference and more of a voice in church 
matters. It is a matter, however, which 
cannot be definitely settled by the General 
Conference, matter of greater lay rep- 
resentation must be consideréd first in the 
annual conferences. A two-thirds vote will 
bring it before the General Conference. It 
will come in good time. It is within the 
power of the conference to abolish the 
limit of five years now fixed as the time a 
pastor may stay with his charge. The con- 
ference will not abolish it, but the limit may 
be extended. 


More Privileges for the Laity. 

J. B. Hobbs is going to make a fight in 
the conference for the extension of the 
authority of the laity. He wants the book 
concerns and the publishing houses now 
under church control given into the charge 
of Methodist business-men. He is also in 
favor of lay representation at the yearly 
ne which now only ministers at- 
end. 

“The laymen of the Methodist Church,“ 
said Mr. Hobbs, “ have been fifty years 
getting the few rights they now have. Each 
local conference is allowed two lay dele- 
gates and no more, As the number of con- 
ferences increases the churches increase, 
and the number of clerical delegates to 
the General Conference increases in propor- 
tion, but the lay representation must stay 
as it is. Our publishing concerns are now 
in the hands of clergymen. A young man 
goes through the divinity school, gets a 
country church, preaches well, is ambitious, 
and aiter a while is given a city charge. 
Then the next thing is to give him control of 
a book concern. Heisinvariably honest and 
painstaking, but he knows no more of busi- 
ness than he did before he shook the prairie 
loam off his boots. As a result the church 
finances suffer. All this should be changed. 
I told a number of clergymen the other day 
that if their congregations ran business the 
way the clergy did the community would 
be bankrupt in a year. 

“Dr. Townsend stirred people up. The 
vast majority of laymen feel as he does. 
The five-year limit as the time of a preach- 
er’s stay should be removed. Appointments 
should be made each year as now, but the 
same preacher should be appointed to the 
same charge as often as he wants it or the 
people want him. Women will be admitted 
if a technical point touching the word lay- 
man’ be decided a certain way: I may be 
wrong about it, but I think it is held that 
‘layman’ means ‘man,’ and man in the 
Bible means ‘man and woman,’ and there 
you are.“ 

Dr. Bristol with the Women. 

Dr. Frank M. Bristol hopes women will be 
permitted to attend the conference. The 
question bobs up at every conference,” he 
said, and it cannot be settled once and for 
all without constitutional changes. This 
conference may admit women, the next may 
throw them out. The =e limit of a pas- 
tor’s charge will never extended. Many 
think it should be put back to three years. 
If the change comes at all it will be the total 
abolition of the limit idea.“ 

Attorney H. S. Towle is going to Cleveland, 
but not as a delegate. Like the other lay- 
men he wants more representation, and 
thinks more money would be made if the 
book concerns were put in the hands of busi- 
ness-men. 

The Rev. John W. Butler, who is the head 
of the Methodist missions in Mexico, left 
Chicago for Cleveland last night. He told 
an interesting story of a Mexican who hada 
hand in the killing of the Rev. John Stevens, 
an American Protestant missionary. A mob 
stormed Stevens’ house. He went out by the 
rear door and climbed a tree. The mob 
could not find him in the darkness of the 
night until a Mexican lighted a torch and 
thrust it into the foliage, and Stevens was 
found and killed. The next year the torch- 
bearer was converted, and is now preaching 
to a Congregational flock in Mexico. 

The report Dr. Butler yill make to the con- 
ference shows 140 Methodist churches in 
Mexico, with 7,000 adherents. There are 
4,000 children in the schools.

It is understood that Americans being 
caught with arms in their pogsession are 
not entitled to a. civil trial under the Cush- 
ing treaty, and that they may have a mili- 
tary court-martial. : 

War ef Dynamite to Begin. 

If the atrocities perpetrated upon Cuban 
soldiers and noncombatants are not pre- 
vented a campaign of dynamiting will be 
commenced in Havana. 

We intend blowing up public buildings,”’ 
is the threat sent to Gen. Weyler by mail 
a few weeks ago. 

The dynamite bomb exploded in the pal- 
ace of the Governor-General yesterday 
shows that the Cubans have commenced to 
carry their threac into execution. 

Forty-eight hours ago it was as easy to 
enter the palace as any café in the town. 
Now armed soldiers guard all the entrances. 

All publie buildings are similarly protect- 
ed. Civil guards, with swords and pistols, 
swarm around the buildings, and soldiers 
and secret. service men in plain dress patrol 
the streets. 

Pedestrians are held up at every corner 
and compelled to give an account of them- 
selves. 

The long-threatened reign of terror is 
actually established. 

it is absolutely certain that it was a dyna- 


mite bomb that exploded in the palace, and 


it is just as certain that there will be other 
attempts on the life of Gen. Weyler if the 
plans of the Cubans do not miscarry. 

Havana people were excited last night be- 
cause it was thought the plotters had agreed 
that the explosion at the palace would be 
the signal for general dynamiting. That no 
more explosions occurred was probably due 
to the energetic guarding of the city. 

Other Pilots Discovered. 

It is suspected that the plotters are the 
same men who had arranged to throw 
bombs at Gen. Weyler when he landed from 
the steamer on his arrival from Spain. The 
plot was abandoned at that time, because it 
was feared friends of Cuba. would suffer. 

When the explosion occurred in the palace 
tremendous excitement prevailed. Soldiers 
and visitors fied helter-skelter from the 
building. Gen. Weyler was perfectly cocl. 
He walked out of his office calmly, smoking 
a cigar. 

At every step he issued orders to sub- 
ordinates, who flew to obey, but there was no 
trace of excitement in Weyler’s manner. 
He was a little pale, but his demeanor was 
dignified. 

No suspicious looking person was found in 
the palace.

Washington, D. C., April 29.—[{Special.}— 
There was an outbreak of financial debate in 
the Senate this afternoon which was per- 
missible under the antiquated rules, al- 
though technically the naval appropriation 
bill was under discussion. 

Teller of Colorado and the inevitable Stew- 
art of Nevada went into the currency ques- 
tion with the utmost vigor and held up the 
appropriation bill in order to accomplish 
their end. 

The special cause for this outbreak was 
the fact that Senator Wolcott of Colorado, 
Mr. Teller’s colleague, had written a guard- 
ed letter declaring that he would not break 
away from the Republican party even if it 
should adopt a platform hostile to free coin- 
age.

CAPT. JOHN RILEY TANNER, NOMINEE FOR GOVERNOR. 


John Riley Tanner was born ona farm three miles from Bloomville, Ind., “on the 
Rockport road,“ April 4, 1844. There were six children in the family, four boys and two 
irls, and when the War of the Rebellion broke out the father and his four sons all en- 
sted, and two of them served to the end. Of the others the father died in the Anderson- 
ville prison pen in 1892, and Albert, the eldest son, belonging to the Sixth Kentucky In- 
fantry, and Frederick, the youngest, of the Fourteenth Illinois Cavalry, 
on Sherman’s march to the sea. J. M. Tanner, the third son, also of the Fourteenth Illinois 
Cavalry, served through the war and is now living in Louisville, Clay County, III. John R. 
Tanner, now nominated by the Republican party of the State for Governor, served in the 
Ninety-eighth Illinois Infantry until June, 1865, when he was transferred to the Sixty-first 
lilinois Infantry, and was mustered out as a private in October of the same year. 

After leaving the army Mr. Tanner settled on a farm in Clay County, near Louisville, 
and on Christmas day, 1866, married Lauretta Ingraham, with whom he lived happily until 
October, 1877, when his wife died. Twochildren were born of

Near the end of President Arthur’s term Mr. Tanner was made United States Marshal 
for the Southern District of Illinois, and about the first thing President Cleveland did after 
his inauguration in 1885 was to remove him, the charge being offefsive partisanship, which 
Mr. Tanner never took the trouble to deny. In 1886 he was elected State Treasurer of IIli- 
nois, and in 1891 was ap pointed by Gov. Fifera member of the State Board of Railway and 
Warehouse Commission. This office he resigned in September of the same year to accept 
the Assistant United States Treasurership at Chicago under President Harrison. 5 

But Mr. Cleveland was elected again in 1892, and again he found Mr. Tanner holding

Hopkins Pledges His Services. 

He was followed by Congressman Hopkins, 
who predicted an overwhelming victory for 
the ticket this fall. He thanked the dele- 
gates who had voted for him and said he 
did not wish to even seem to criticise those 
who had voted against him. The speaker 
promised his best efforts in aid of the party 
in the coming campaign, and. promised a 
Republican majority of 150,000 for the candi- 
date for the Presidency. 

Then came the nomination of candidates 
for Lieutenant-Governor, and Cicero J. Lind- 
ley of Bond nominated W. A. Northcott of 
that county. Congressman Reeves named 
David Ross of La Salle, and T. F. Chapman 
of Jersey was put in as third man in the race. 

On the roll-call Cook County divided its 
vote nearly equally between the candidates. 
Buck McCarthy challenged the vote of the 
Twenty-ninth, saying he wanted to make it 
three instead of two for Ross. Buck was 
challenged because it was said he wasn’t a 
delegate, simply a proxy. Buck got back at 
his opponents by saying he,“ meaning the 
objector, is nothing but a proxy like Iam.” 
Buck’s complaint, however, seemed to carry 
no weight, as his challenge was unheeded. 

The vote resulted: Northcott, 509; Ross, 
823: Chapman, 413; no choice. So a second 
ballot was ordered. 

On the second Cook County divided its 
vote as it had on the first, the agreement 
being Chicago should not mix up in the 
nomination of the Lieutenant-Governor, but 
Northcott gained steadily, and at its finish 
was nominated, the vote standing: North- 
cott, 717; Chapman, 387; Ross, 231. 

Congressman Reeves at once moved the 
nomination be made unanimous, which was 
done in due order, and everybody cheered 
loudly. 

Then Dan Healy of the Tenth Ward, Chi- 
cago, got recognition and moved the con- 
vention adjourn until 10 o’clock Thursday 
morning.

What the representatives of the Republican

Burchard’s famous three R's of Rum, 
Romanism, and Rebellion did not cause more 
trouble in the party than did Springfield's 
three Bs—bread, bologna, and brown pop. 
The bread was given out in great hunks. 
It had apparently been baked in the sun and 
cut with an ax. The brown pop was made 
by pouring sorghum molasses in rain water 
and charging it with illuminating gas. The 
bologna could not be gazed on without hor- 
rible suspicions of the fate of Springfield 
canines. 
As for eating acc odations, there were 
none. Soldiers on a march through a hostile 
country in which the foe had destroyed the 
crops and poisoned the water couldn't have 
fared worse. For the 5,000 people expected 
at the fair grounds arrangements had been 
made for 300 or 400. And even those ar- 
rangements would have brought the blush of 
everlasting shame to the cheeks of the ani- 
mal feeder of a country circus. There were 
na eating places within the grounds. Just 
wo. - 
How in the name of hungry humanity the 
committee expected to feed 5,000 people at 
two peanut stands is harder to guess than 
the mystery enveloping the bologna. One of 
the lunch stands was in a room in one corner 
of the Convention Building. It was jammed 
and running over with the famishing dele- 
gates a minute after the Chairman declared 
the meeting adjourned one hour for dinner.

Half a Dosen Boys for Waiters. 

Those who were unfortunate enough to: 
get an arm or a foot. within the lunch-room 
in the building fought and scrambled and 
piteously begged for food. They called for 
bread, and they got half baked crusts and 
brown pop. The waiters were a half dozen 
boys, who didn’t know as much about wait- 
ing on the table as the carriage horses out- 
_ did about the proper parity of gold and 
silver. 

The excited pl Ings of the hungry eus- 
tomers, and the shoving and crowding in 
front of them gave them the idea they were 
taking part in a baseball game, fra they 
swatted sandwiches over the plate and 
grabbed the money as though it was a hot 
foul right off the bat. 

Ten cents was charged for the sandwiches. 
They were made without butter, and just 
enough bologna to keep from being ar- 
rested for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. They sold hot chicory, too. They 
did not call it that. It was called coffee, 
and cost another 10 cents. There was some 
white stuff in, cracked pitchers called milk, 
but no sugar. 

The lunch counter man patted himself on 
the back, and called himself a good fellow 
for putting the milk out. As one of his bright. 
interesting walters tersely said to a waiting, 
starving man: Say, wot do you expect fer 
10 cents? Er hot sody fountain. Huh!“ 

The man who, after waiting a half hour 
and begging with tears in his eyes, finally 
suceeded in getting a cup of coffee, was in 
luck if he Kept it. The lunch counter was 
shy on cups, and as soon as a customer had 
paid his dime and barely tasted the alleged 
coffee one of the waiters would pounce down 
on it like a vulture on a dead horse, and carry 
the cup away by main force. People who 
finally gave up all hopes of staying the 
gnawing pangs of hunger at this counter 
rushed frantically out of the building to 
Machi y Hall, where the Methodist 
Church promen were conducting a dining- 


room. 
Charch Dinner Is No Better. 

A tickét ogsting 50 cents had to be pur- 
chased befor anybody could get anywhere 
near the iron gates. which divided the hun- 
gry without from the hungry within. The 
Methodist women probably meant well. But 
they were as incapable of feeding the mob 
that surged into their room us they were of 
manufacturing armor. plates for the United 
States navy. 

They got so excited by the demands of the 
visitors they could not remember an order 
or who.gave it for more than ten consecutive 
seconds. It was only after they asked a 
man four times they knew whattoget. And 
then they carefully carried it to somebody 
else. 

They had apparently based their estimate 
en what and how much food to have on 
hand from donation parties or conference 
meetings. They had chicken and milk and 
eggs and a few other things. The chicken 
did not last any longer than it took for the 
eaters at the first table to get a chance at it. 
The good women were horrified. 

Methodist ministers have good appetites 
for spring chicken, but when Dan Healy and 
the crowd from Cook County got after that 
chicken it was gone. The people who paid 
their money and got into the hall after a 
quarter after 1 took what they could get. 
Hunks of bread, mushy potatoes, a smell of 
ham, and a chicken grease stain on a saucer 
was what they got. That is, if the waiter 
remembered to come back’ 

These were all the eating places there were 
inside the grounds. A man who had a pop 
counter near the Dome Building had a ham 
bone handy on which he would rub two 
pieces of bread for 10 cents. 

Outside the grounds were two saloons, 
where more bologna was bartered away at 
the same ruinous rate of 10 cents. For 25 
cents a dinner could be bought which con- 
sisted chiefly in one saloon of bread, bologna, 
and brown pop, and in the other of brown 
bread, bologna, and pop. And another B 
was added, which was Beer.“ Thus were 
the hungry fed. 


REFUSES A RESPITE FOR TAYLOR.

Carroliton, Mo., April 29.—[Special.}—The 
attorneys for William H. Taylor have ex- 
hausted every effort to save him from dying

Stone to 
grant him a respite of a few days, which he 
flatly refused to do, wiring Sheriff Stanley, 
saying: Do all you can to keep Taylor, 
and do not allow him to cheat the gallows

The principal reason why gold doés not 
circulate as paper @oes is that the people 
prefer paper currency when they have con- 
fidence in it and know it is as good as gold 
for business transactions.

Then 
gold was given the preference because it 
could not be worth less than its face.

WESTERN FREIGHT ASSOCIATION TO 
HOLD AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 


Means Sought te Stop the Diversion of 
Grain from Points in the West te 
Gulf Ports—Missouri Parise Repu- 
a@iation of Arbitrators’ Finding— 
Reason Assigned for Favoring New 
Orleans—Joint Traffic Trust op- 
peses Commissions to Agents. 

An important meeting of the Western 
Freight Association lines will convene at 
St. Louis today. 

The executive officers and general traffic 

officials of the roads befween Chicago and 

the Missouri River and lines in Kansas and 

Nebraska will be represented. The main 

object of the meeting is te devise means 

to stop the diversion of grain from points 
in the West to the Gulf ports. 

During the months of November, Decem- 
ber, January, and February last over 80 
per cent of the export grain froig Missouri 
River points and points farther West went 
to New Orleans and Galveston. The cause 
for this diversion was the extremely low 
rates made by the Gulf roads. ö 

For the last two months the diversion of 
grain to the Gulf points has not been so 
great owing to an advance in the rates by 
the lines running to New Orleans and Gal- 
revent a recurrence 
of the condition of affairs which prevailed 
last winter the Southwestern lines ap- 
pointed arbitrators to fix rates fromthe Mis- 
sourl River and points west theréof to Gal- 
vestun and New Orleans and Ahe various 
roads pledged themselves to abide by the 
decision of the arbitrators. About a month 

ago the arbitrators submitted their report. 

: * was learned about a week ago that the 

Missouri Pacific had repudiated the findings 

of the arbitrators and put into effect tariffs 

at variance with those recommended. -Un- 
der the decision of the arbitrators rates 
from Missouri River points to New Orleans 
and Galveston were about the same and from 
many interior points in Kansas and Nebras- 
ka Galveston was given a lower rate. The 

Missouri Pacific’s new schedule makes the 

rates from those points from 1 cent to 9 

cents lower to New than to Gal- 

veston. 

The reasons given by the Missouri Pacific 
for its action are that New Orleans has re- 
duced its port charges and made other con- 
cessions which it had been unable to secure 
from Galveston. 

Many of the Western Freight Association 
lines are in sympathy wi the Missouri 
Pacific, but they feel if no immediate action 
is taken another war in rates to the Guif 
ports would be the result.
